Squirrel hunting so far this year 
has been only fair in Northern Illi- 
nois, with the season remaining 
open until November 115. 

A plentiful supply of ringneck 
pheasants and rabbits is apparent, 
according to conservation officers. 
This season opens November 11, and 
all reservations on the State Public 
Shooting Areas .have been* filled. 

Witth only one more day to go 
in the Illinois Fishing Rodeo,- which 
ends Oct. 15, limits of bluegills ' are 
being taken on both flies and red- 
worms, many black bass; on sur- 
face and underwater lures, minnows 
and nightcrawlers, and some crap-' 
pie on minnows.

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Prices, Like Water, Find Their Level 

An authority on the marketing of meat recent- 
ly observed that "meat and livestock prices move 
together — what meat packers pay for livestock match- 
ing what consumers pay for meat." 

In other words, meat is governed by the law of 
supply and demand. There are more than 4,000 meat 
packers in this country. They are competing for the 
available supply of livestock at all times — each must 
get a share of it If he Is to keep his plant in operation. 
And meat packing js one of the most efficient enter- 
prises in existence. Almost nothing is wasted — hides 
horns, hair, hoofs and other inedible parts of animals 
are used in a lengthy list of products ranging from 
soap to medicines. Lost year, the profits of packers 
averaged about 2/3 of one cent per pound — a sum 
which had only a microscopic influence on the price 
paid by the ultimate consumer. 

We hear much of the enormous total income 
of the farmers and ranchers who produce our live- 
stock, But today the cost of labor, feed and every- 
thing else the farmer must buy to keep in business 
is also at record levels. It takes around two years to 
grow cattle to weights suitable for marketing, and 
about a year in the case of hogs. So the investment 
the producer has in his livestock is heavy by the time 
he can sell it,, and; this -must, be included in wholesale 
and retail prices. 

It cannot be repeated too often that in a com- 
petitive, free enterprise economy prices find their own 
level. This is true of a steer or a suit of clothes or a 
house and lot. Prices ore an accurate reflection of the 
economic forces of the day.

Industrial Miracle 

The public hashcard much of the extraordinary 
job the oil industry has been doing in stepping up 
production to meet a record demand that no one could 
have anticipated. But that, according to the economist 
for a major oil company, should not result in over- 
optimism. In various parts pf the country, oil pro- 
ducts will be tight this winter, and unless sensible 
conservation methods are employed by consumers 
there could be shortages. We haven't got oil in un- 
limited quantity, and we won't have for sometime to 
come. 

Middle East oil, the economist went on, is be- 
coming increasingly important to Americans. The 
average American uses 30 times as much petroleum 
a year as the average citizen of the other countries of 
the world. This has made it constantly more difficult 
to take care of our own demands and the needs of 
others at the same time. The Middle East holds the 
greatest known source of crude oil, and it is now be- 
ing developed under the leadership of American 
companies. Eventually, it is hoped, the Middle East 
fields will produce enough to meet the requirements 
of the entire Eastern Hemtsphere.and so lift a heavy 
load from the Western Hemisphere. 

The story of oil,- here and in other countries, is 
one o£ constant progress. American engineering 



genius, capital and talent for organization are doing 
a job of historic importance In finding and supplying 
the oil to, the world. It Is an industrial miracle that 
really severe shortages have been prevented; No one 
will lack for essential oil if we all use our share of 
the supply wisely and economically,

trade-wide trend" toward lower profit margins. As an 
example, these stores' net profits during the first six 
months of this year, after estimated taxes, came to 
2,9 per cent of net sales, as contrasted with 3.4 per 
cent for the same period in 1947. 

Figures like this are the best possible answer to 
those who still think that, retailing is even partially 
responsible for high prices. The survey touched on 
that when it observed, in the words of a New-York 
Times news item, "that store managements were un- 
willing to meet sharply Increased operating expenses 
of payroll and service through higher mark-on per- 
centages, with consequent higher prices to the con- 
sumer." In other words, stores have preferred to ab- 
sorb higher costs when possible, even though this 
means a substantial reduction in profits. 

The attitude of retailing is based on sound busi- 
ness practice. Every store owner worth his salt is 
aware of the danger of pricing millions of consumers 
out of the market, with the decline in volume sales 
that would follow. Mass distribution is every bit as 
important to this country as mass production. Neither 
one \ can exist without the other. And both of them 
are necessary if we are to have maximum employ- 
ment at good wages. 

The share of the consumer dollar that the re- 
tailer is able to keep for himself after all the bills 
arc paid is small indeed— so small that, it hardly 
makes an impression on our total living costs. And 
the fact that it has been getting smaller, and in most 
cases is less than in OPA days, indicates the extent of 
retailing's consistent anti-inflation policy.

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

I just been perusin' the paper where it says that 
scientists here and thereare becoming wary of Govt. 
jobs on research and some arc quitting. But the ones 
saying these things won't name names. And such re- 
fusal,- the way I deduct it, means there are no names 
to name — and furthermore if there are any who quit, ' 
then they may be getting out while the coast is clear 
and the getting is good and before the investigation 
actually is camping on their door-step. 

Quitting to avoid questioning, if you are in- 
nocent, don't make sense. But scientists, they are 
sometimes our nation's greatest suckers — hard to un- 
derstand, some of 'cm. Likewise with lots of educa- 
tors — gullible souls, many of 'em are — theoretical to 
the point of being their own worst enemy. If I was 
in the brass watch business I would include in my 
prospect list, the whole faculty of all our biggest 
universities. 

Take Govt, ownership — socialism for short — 
most university faculties team with advocates. And 
| all the time while they arc telling their classes the 
desirability of the Govt, running everything — the 
money in the bank that is there to pay off their pay- 
check, was put there by private business.

Cotton In Bags 

Consumption of cotton for 'bags 
mounted to 820,000 . bales in 1943, 
owing largely to increase* in war- 
time packaging requirements ac- 
companied by curtailments of im- 
ports of burlap from India.' With 
burlap once more available and the 
use of paper increasing, the con- 
sumption of cotton for bags dropped 
to 440,000 bales In 1946. Although 
cotton faces continued competition 
from burlap and growing competi- 
tion from paper, says the bureau of 
agricultural and industrial chemis- 
try, bags are expected to represent 
the largest single end use of cotton 
by 1950, with an estimated consump- 
tion of more than a half million 
bales.

SANTA FE, N. M.^Dr. Helmuth 

de Terra reports that a carving, 

found on the shores of Mexico's 

prehistoric Lake Texcoco, is about 

.20,000 years old. 

That is about 10,000 years older 
than the Tepexpan man whose dis- 
covery won international recogni- 
tion for the 48-year-old Viking fund 
anthropologist. 

The carving, one and a half 
inches long, was cut from an ele- 
phant molar.' It is now at the Mexi- 
can national museum in Mexico 
City. 

It was brought to de Terra by an 
excavator, in a sand pit near the 
site where de Terra found the Te- 
pexpan man. 

He said the carving might have 
been the right foot of a statue or an 
amulet used in healing ceremonies.
